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DETAILED ACTION 

This is a second office action for serial number 10/655984, entitled Fire-Resistant 
Door, filed on September 5, 2003. 

Response to Amendment 
In response to the examiner's office action dated June 10, 2004, the applicant 
has cancelled claims 4 and 7, amended claims land 13, and added claim 21. 

Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or 
in public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for 
patent in the United States. 

Claims 13, 14 and 20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated 
by Perrone, US patent # 5,565,274. 

Perrone discloses the claimed invention a fire resistant door (47) comprising a 
frame (46a-d), a door hingedly connected to the frame (by 51 and 52), the door having a 
bottom wall (47e), a top wall (where 47b points to), and side walls (47a & 47c), the 
bottom wall having an outside surface (where 47 e points to) and the top wall (47b) 
having an outside surface (figure 2), wherein the door is horizontally hinged to the 
frame (attached figure 2) and a layer of intumescent material (48) on the outside 
surface of the bottom wall (column 7, lines 47-49), and the outside surface of the top 
wall (see attached figure 3) being clear of additional insulation material (figures 2 and 
3); the top wall is clear of cementitious material (figure 2); the door has a bottom wall, 
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top wall and side walls, where the top and sidewalls comprise aluminum (column 2, 
lines 61-63). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-12 and 21 are allowed. 

Claims 15-19 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicants arguments filed 12/16/04 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

In response to the applicants argument that the '274 patent does not disclose a 
top wall that is clear of additional insulating materials, the examiner recognizes this 
argument, however the examiner has inserted a new attached figure with her 
interpretation of top walls being clear of additional insulation material. Also for the 
applicants clarification, the examiner has added the new limitations to the amended 
claims within the rejection above in bold face typing. 

Applicants arguments with respect to claims 1-12, 15-19 and 21 have been 
considered but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
